A. McNulty, special assistant to the 
Attorney General, as the Govern- 
ment opened its case in District 
Court before a jury of five women 
and seven men.

He 
further declared Viereck had been 
on friendly, terms with the late 
Senator Lundeen, an ardent iso- 
lationist, and frequently helped 
him prepare speeches. 

“Viereck was no amateur in the 
art of propaganda,” Mr.. McNulty 
told the jurors, “and in fact, 
boasted of being an expert in every 
technique of propaganda.” 

He said that, the Government 
would attempt to prove that Viereck 
sent weekly reports to a Munich 
newspaper, which found their way 
to the German Foreign Office. The 
Government also will show, he said, 
that Viereck was "in direct and 
intimate contact, with .the German 
Foreign Office,” prior to our en- 
trance into the ; war ^
